READER: 

TnB glorious Millennial Jubilee is near at hand. Tlie parchtneats, 
iho leagues and the covenanta, that bind the nations ia tbsir social 
and unsocial corppacts, are moth-eaten. The foundations of tbe po- 
litical mountains and hills arc crumbling down to dust, and the imbe- 
cility of all human pohcies to give lo man the knowledge of bis 
rights and the enjoyment of tliem, nte beconning; manifest to all. Our 
business is tii rouse to investigation, — to sound tiie alarm, A most 
eventful day is approaching ; — a mighty system of revolutions is im- 
pending — tbe world mostly asleep, priest and people, having departed 
from that ancient faith which was once delivered unto the saintsj who, 
in our blessed Savior's time, were comtnanded to go forth and 
preach, taking nothing for their journey, noputfie, no scrip, no bread, 
neither two coats apiecf,, but. to heal the sicic, cast out devils, and shake 
off the dust of their feet against such as would not receive them. So 
long as tbe sword is made tbe arbiter of righteousness, and tbe ulti- 
mato appeal in national controversies, it is a clear proof that the na. 
iions are not rebuked; that they have not learned those principles of 
government, which heaven will patronize, for when tbe Lord shall 
have rebuked the nations, they will beat their swords into plough- 
shares, and their spears into pruning-hooks, and learn war no more. 

Ttiero are two eveiits spoken of in tbe New Testament as Ciirist'i 
coming or dispensation. Tbe first-was bis coming to be crucified, and 
to prophesy the destruction of tbe ancient city of Jerusalem, which 
was accomplished by Titus seventy years after Christ ; and the se- 
cond is his cnmingtotry, judge, acquit or condemn both the quick and 
the dead. Christ will scourge the buyers and sellers out of the spirit- 
ual temple, (is he did when he overthrew tbe tables of the money 
changers, nnd the seats of them that sold doves, and will convince 
them that are not already convinced, that they that take tbe sword, 
shall perish with the sword ; and he will teach the people himself, 
and he will begin his teaching by such judgments, as few, at present, 
however gloomy may be their forebodings, can adequately concei ve- 
il evidently appears to me that the world, instead of reforming, or 
becoming better, is absolutely growing worse. Corruption in church 
and state, [beast and false prophet,] pride, hypocrisy, bigotry, perse- 
cution and intolerance, is increasing with a high hand, while infidelity, 
licentiousness and extravagance, [Babylon,] are daily gaining ground, 
nnd marching with surprising rapidity, evidently shelving the truth of 
the observation made by the apostle Peter, that there should come 
scoffers in the last days, and evidencing lo us that we are now living in 
Aoie days. Indeed we are given to understand in the Revelations, 



that under the four last vials, men repcDted not of their wickednrsi, 
hut becHtne nioro aad more corrupt and degenerate, until they were 
ripe for destruction. So will it he when the harvest is fully ripe. 
The sickle wil! ha thrust in, and the vintage of the church reaped. 
The tares will be hound together in bundles to be burned, but the 
wheMt wifl he gathered into [God's] barn. And my dear friends, the 
day of visitation is fast approaching ; — this day of retrihution must he 
near at hand, and ns ye know not ttie day nor the hour, therefore pre- 
pare to meet iky God, O ! Israel, /or m such an hour as ye think not, ike 
Son of Man coinetk. 

The wicked of this day and generation, not choosing to sufTer af. 
fliction with the people of God, {who are now undergoing great and 
peculiar trials and sufferings,^ — the wicked, I say, are now enjoying, 
in a very high degree, the pleasures of sin for a moment ; and as they 
probat)ly never in their lives hefore, enjoyed such an exquisite sense 
of earthly, and sensual delights, so there is every reason to believe 
they will soon have occiision to say they never experienced such great 
misery and distress before — for heavy judgments have ever closely 
folio iied great iniquity, and sin is ever punished in proportion to its 
strength. 

There never was a time, I suppose, when surfeiting, [gluttony, 
drunkenness, J and gambling, were carried on with more exquisite 
glee, while the men usstHmble themselves in troops in the houses of 
harlots, who iiighily prowl the streets, or stand gazing upon the thresh- 
old of their apartments, with fasciniiting, serpent, lecherous eye, and 
syren song, to tonipt and lure unwary pilgrims to their doom.* 

Selfishness, with firm clenched, sinewy hand, holds fast the rusty 
coin, and " against the houseless stranger shuts the door," while cru- 
elty with iron manacle and fetter binds tho christian captive exile 
down, and turns the key of massy, ponderous prison door against 
him. It is only here nn(J there, a Nathaniel, an Anna, a Simeon, and 
a Zacharias, that will shew any pity, or have any compassion upon 
the poor, wenry, way-worn traveler. But God will soon arise in 
judgment and set the prisoner captive esile free. 

Rejoice ye prisoners, do rejoice ; hold forth your patience yet a lit- 
tle longer, for the day is not far distant when the clangour of chains 
will be no longer heard, but the massy ponderous doors of prison dun- 
geon, dark and dismal, " grating on their dreadfu! sounding hinge 
harsh thunder," " where chained felons sat," wil! be thrown open, and 
let in the light of happy, joyful day.

But what mean ye to commit highway robbery, burglary, lying, 
cheating, knavery, and stealing? Will you ultimately gain any ad. 
vantage from thecommission of such crimes? Be ye sure if ye per- 
sist in them, they will soon find you out. Num. xxxii. 23. 'Tis true, 
ye Babylonian revelers, ye may laugh now and derido, but the time 
is soon coming when ye shall mourn and weep. Luke vi, 25. The 
world may think themselves rich and happy now; never more so, 1 
think ; they wax fat, they shine, they read novels, attend iheatrei 
night after nighi, ball rooms and tavnrns, drinking and carousing, 
swearing and cursing, and saying in effect, " eat, drink and be mar. 
ry, for to-morrow we die." Luke xii. 19. They chnAt to the sound 
of the viol, but they are not grieved for the affliction of Joseph. 
Amos vi. 5, 6. 

But wo unto you that are rich now, for ye have received your con- 
solation, [applying to those who put their trust in wealth and aggran- 
dizement, and are not rich towards God ] Read Luke xix. 18, 19, 
20, 31. Matt. xlx. 24. Turn then, and repent, belore it be too late. 
The wicked associations of the day, as existing both in church and 
state, are soon to be broken up, and a new and better order of things 
founded and established on the ruins of the old. Associate now your- 
selves, ! ye people, and give car, nil ye of far countries ; gird your- 
selves, and ye shall bo broken in pieces ; take counsel together, and it 
■shall come to nought ; speak the word, and it shall not stand. 

Say ye not, A confederacy, to all whom this people shall say, A con- 
federacy ; neither fear ye their fear, nor be afraid. Sanctify the 
Lord of Hosts himself, and let him be your fear, and let him be your 
dread.

Tlie people t:omposiiig ilie Jiffiireot sects in CliristoiicJom, btive, for 
llie most part, becume awfully corrupted, and God is about to come 
out of his place to punisli them, and the inbabitams of the eartb, be. 
'cause of their iniquity. 

Begin at my sanctuary. Ezek. ix, 1 — 7, Says a Jewish writer, 
" God never punishes the world but because of the wicked, but he al- 
Wiiys begins with the righteous [better or more righteous part of tho 
community] first," and if they repent and reform, reijiag tthoUy on 
the merils of the Savior for forgiveness, giving themselves up entirely 
unto God, and depending upon him and uim alomk for safety and pro- 
tection, " man's extremity being God's opportuuity," the Lord will 
then, and not till then, take the cup of trembling and ufflietioo out of 
their haad, when they will be prepared to prniae the Lord for their de. 
Jiveraoce, and wJll uull un others to do Ihesiime also. Isatah li. *21, 
22, 23. X-xiv. 16. The more restive people arc under theae trials, (*. e, 
the more they strug;,de like a wild bull in a net, to extricate themselves 
from their misery, trouble, confusion and embarrassment, they wilt on- 
ly puzzle, confuund, and perplex themselves the more, render thtjic sit- 
uation more perilous and distressing, till aZ?help in themselves departs, 
all human help is given up, and they are brought to look for deliver- 
ance onlif unto God, In this their erfrem/fy of trouble, confusion, per- 
plexity, and embariassmenl, the Lord, we are given to understand by 
the prophet Isaiali, will take the cup of ircmhling and affliction out of 
their hands, when they will be prepared to praiso the Lord for their 
deliverance, and will call on others to do the same also. Tliey who 
depend wholly on the Lord, and do the best they can to take up their 
cross, and strive to be obedient to his will, have nothing to fear, J 
say, when in resignation to the will of God, we can say from our 
hearts, " Thy will [not ours] be done," wo shall have nothing to fear.

Therefore I sliould advise myself and all others, to be 
clothed upon with humility, for God resisteth the projd, but giveth 
grace un!0 the humble. VVe are now living on Enchanted ground, and 
it will be well my beloved brethren and sisters, if we can duly reflect 
and consider on these things. Let us not sail down Babylon's silvery 
stream, nor partake oi the golden cup which slie holds in her hand, with 
the thoughtless and giddy multitude who will soon be plunged off into 
femedilesB ruin, but let us pause, and for a few moments reflect on the 
awful consequences of such a procedure.

You know what it is — Are you disobedient to parcots, for in- 
stance 1 Then eiideavorto become more obedient in future. What, 
soever tliine hand tindeth to do, do it with thy might; take up your 
cross, work out your own salvation with fear and trembling ; press 
head way agiiinsl the [irtssing current of your carnal and corrn|>t in. 
ciinalions, relying on the merciful co-uperalion of God's spirit to aid 
and assist, and carry you safely through. Flee youthful lusts which 
war against the soul, and make no provision for the (Icsb lo fulfil the 
lusts thereof. Pray often lervently to God, for Christ's sake, lliat he 
would grant you grace, and ihe infljenoos of his holy spirit to amend 
your livos according to his holy word. No time is to be lost. Flee 
IVom transgression nolo, asyiir yaur lives, nor tarry nor stay in all the 
plain, leat thou be consumed.

Their hands are defllud wilti bluodjand 
their fir.gers wilti iniquity, ttieir lijio have spoken lies ; their tongue hath muttered 
perverfaen^ss ; they conceive mischief and brin^ forth iniquity ; their feet run ie 
evil, and they make haste to shed innocent blood ; their thoughts are thoughts of 
iniquity ; mtaiing and destruction are in their paths ; the way of peace they knon* 
not, and there is no judgement in their geings ; they have made them erooked 
paths, wiioaoever ^oeth therein shall not know peace. Read the 5StU chapter of 
the book of the prophet Isaiah. David in Bpe^tking of the wicked, saya they are 
foil of children. Psaltn xvii. 11. Their eyee etand out with fntncae, and they do 
even what they lust. But the judgments of the Lord hang heavy over the earth, 
which, in these latter dayst will be as illy prepared for thom as it was for the t!ood» 
or as Sodom and Gomorrah were for the 6re and brimstone which cime down 
upon them. As it was in the days of Noe, so also shall it be in the daya of the 
Gon of Man. They did eat, they drank, they married wives and wore given in 
marriage, until the day that Noe entered into the ark, and destroyed them all. — - 
Likewise al£o as it was in the daya of Lot : they did eat, they drank, they bought, 
thoy sold, they planted, tbej bull dad, but the same day that Lot went out of 
Sodom it rained fire and brlmntone from heaven and dealroyed thom all. Even 
thus shall it be when the Son of man ie revealed. Keod the 17th chapter of the 
gospel according to St. Luke.
